PAT SHIRLEY WINS 
CONSERVATION THEME

As has been the custom for the 
past few years, Mr. Emery con- 
ducted a contest in the Biology 
classes, in which each student 
was required to write a 1,000 
word theme on conservation in 
the United States.

The Gould ski team, already 
State Champs, rallied behind 
Captain Dick Ireland, to over- 
come a first-day deficit and win 
the New England Interscholastic 
Ski Championship. The meet 
was held February 13 and 14, in 
Bethel, except for the downhill 
race, run on the Wildcat Trail, 
Pinkham Notch. Lebanon, N. H., 
led at the halfway mark, due to 
outstanding performances by 
Charley Trembly, and Eugene 
Carr, but not only Gould, but 
also Putney, Vt., came up fast 
on Saturday to • nose out the 
Lebanon boys. 

On Thursday night, the Gould 
campus began to be flooded with 
visitors, as the various teams 
hit town. Movies of skiing were 
shown in tjie gym for all ski- 
ers and students. On Friday 
morning, the boys took off for 
Pinkham Notch to run the 
downhill. Richard Snow of Lac- 
onia took top honors with the 
amazing time of 1:43. Trembly 
and Ceddy Sherrer of Lyndon 
tied for second, and Marshall, 
8, and Ireland, 9, were the only 
Gould men in the top ten. Leb- 
anon won, with Gould and Lac- 
onia close behind. 

The Cross-Country was held 
on the Bethel course in the af- 
ternoon, with Trembly winning, 
Jim Bodwell, of Andover, 
second, and Gene Carr, third. 
Bob Croteau and Bob Adams fin- 
ished seventh and ninth, respec- 
tively. Lebanon, Gould, and 
Putney finished in that order 
in the team scores. 

In the Slalom- race Saturday 
morning, Lyndon, Burlington, 
Putney, and Gould all ended up 
within one-tenth of a point of 
each other, while Lebanon fell 
to sixth. Verne Goodwin, of 
Pittsfield, Mass., was the win- 
ner, with Dick Ireland and Jim 
MacTiernan, of Burlington, close 
behind. In the Jumping, Andover 
came to the fore, with the Blue 
and Gold and the Putney boys 
in the second and third spot 3 . 
Lebanon placed sixth again, to 
put themselves completely, out 
of the running. Dick Ireland 
won with two jumps over 100 
feet, and Jerry Baril of Lyndon 
and Kenneth Roberts of Ando- 
ver were second and third. Trem- 
bly of Lyndon jumped 107 feet 
on his first attempt, but fell on 
his second to drop to 24 th place. 
His jumping gave Dick Ireland 
enough points to cod the four 
event title over Sherrer and 
Carr. The jumping totals raised 
Putney to second over Lebanon. 
Hanover and Lyndon finished 
fourth and fifth. Trophies were 
awarded and a lunch served in 
the dining hall after the jump- 
ing.

We think it's up to 
us to determine whether or not a class of ttyis nature will 
ever be instituted, and what it will teach.
